“no doubt” Eisenhower will ap­ 
prove a reduction if the legisla­ 
tion in its final form calls for cuts 
about the size the House voted.

Powder M ill Crossing of the Current River, One of Six W ithin the State, A f­ 
fords W elcom e Relaxation for Driver and Passengers — Ten Ferries Connect 
Missouri to the East Bank of the M ississippi 


MAKING EXPRESS

If Missouri highways need any­ 
thing to add interest to the land­ 
scape of rugged hills and peaceful 
valleys through which they run, an 
occasional ferry across a sparkling 
stream turns the trick. In addition 
to ten ferries on the Mississippi con­ 
necting Missouri with Illinois and 
ferries on inland streams. Shannon 
and Cole counties each have two, 
while Oregon and Gasconade have 
one apiece. 
That one that I like best is the 
Powder Mill Ferry at Owls Bend, 
where state route 106 between E m ­ 
inence and Ellington crosses Cur­ 
rent river. It would be* difficult to 
find a more alluring stream than 
the Current. In 
“The 
Rivers 
of 
Missouri,” a publicaton of the Mis­ 
souri Conservation commission, Ed­ 
gar Allen says of it. “The Current 
contests the claim of White river 
to being 
the 
finest 
smallmouth 
bass stream in the world. The 
author’s favorite float is from Pow­ 
der Mill Ferry to Van Buren, a 
stretch of water with plenty of 
swirling rapids, interespersed with 
deep, slow pools for casting. Good 
camp sites, complete with pure, 
cold springs, are available all along 
the river. There are fresh vistas 
around every bend; not infrequent­ 
ly a deer is browsing along the 
bank and one is likely to hear a 
squirrel chattering from an over- 
changing tree . . ” 
From its 
source 
at 
Montnuk 
Spring to its union with Black 
River in Arkansas, the Current is 
fed by 
a number of Missouri’s 
famous 
springs 
including 
Big 
Sprig, Phillips, Blue. Alley, Round 
Cave, PaUtight, and Welch Springs. 
Scenic Beauty 
Ordinarily we have little oppor- j 
tunity to appreciate fully our mag- j 
iiilicient Ozark stream s as we cross | 
while driving on the highways of 
the state. Parking on a bridge to 
enjoy the scenery is a traffic haz­ 
ard, and so prohibitt-d Thus our 
natural desire to ill ink in the beau­ 
ty of the scene is tit waited 
Such is not the case at Owls 
Bend 
There a sweeping curve 
brings us to the brow of a hill 
overlooking the river. 
The 
high­ 
way plunges abruptly into clear 
water. With the feeling that we 
are about to do the same thing, 
we apply our brakes. Then fitting 
into the appealing scene, we see 
the ferry pulled tight against the 
sand bank on the far side. 'We 
have made our approach from Em- 
minence which is the west of the 
river. > 
Unhurriedly and in harmony with 
the tranquility of the place, the 
ferry is propelled over to our side 
by the* force of the river’s current. 
At first it seems incredible that the 
current could force the ferry both 
ways; but such is the case. 
I3y means of cables and a winch 
Ihe angle of the ferry to the current 
of the stream is shifted. At one 
angle the current forces the ferry 
across. When the angle is reversed, 
the ferry is shoved back to the 
original side All the while it is pre­ 
vented from drifting downstream 
by guy wires to a pulley on an 
overhead cable. 
Waiting for our turn, and again 
while gliding slowly across, we 
have ample opportunity to en jo y * 
the primitive beauty of the river 
with its bluffs and wooded banks. 
We are interested in the operator 
who ferries us across at a cost of 
45 cents for the car and all the 
passengers. If we had a team and 
wagon or surrey, the price would 
be the same. 'The toll on the Osage 
and Eleven Point rivers is higher.! 
The operator is a young man 
whom I first met a year or two 
ago on the campus of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri when he was a 
law student. He quit Blackstone to 
join the ranks of those free spirits 
whose better known m embers are 
remem bered by the names of Bur­ 
roughs, Thoreau, Audubon and la- 
auk Walton 
Under Federal Franchise 
Leroy Lewis is the ferry opera­ 
tor’s name, and he has chosen lit- J 
erally to “ Live by the side of the 
road and be a friend to man .” He 
tells about the ferry. 
“ I operate 
under 
a 
franchise 
from the government,” he explains. 
“ Under my bond I am responsible 
only for ferrying cars across—at 
any time of day or night.' At times I 
it seems that people take a fiendish 


delight in interrupting my sleep in 
the wee small hours of the morn­ 
ing. Especially is this true on F ri­ 
day nights during the tourist sea­ 
son 
when 
week-end 
vacationists 
from the city drive late to reach 
their favorite fishing spot ready for 
a full day on Saturday. Passengers 
vary from old-age pensioners to 
celebrities, and cargo from 9-point 
bucks to light poles. 
“ I also run motor boat trips to 
Blue Springs, outfit float trips, let 
out boat trips, have cabins for rent, 
help Mary Lou take care of the 
baby, whittle, 
fish 
for my own 
pleasure, and take time out to ad­ 
mire the beauties of Mother Na­ 
ture.” 
Obviously life at Owls Bend nev­ 
er grows monotonous. Before that 
has time to happen an ancient Ford 
or a 1953 Cadillac wants to cross 
the river. Or someone wants to 
spend a week end on a float trip 
down the river. There is excellent 
fishing in the Current; 
but the 
scenery is reward enough for the 
trip even if it produces not even 
one small bass. 
A Brief Stoppage 
Lewis says that about twice a 
year, early in the 
spring, the 
river gets too high for the ferry 
to operate safely. This is usually 
for only a day or two. However, 
there have been times when ears 
had to go around another way or 
wait a week for the flooded river 
to subside On one occasion, with 
the ferry on the far side, a sales­ 
man failed to s t o p until his car 
was half filled with water. He re­ 
fused help in getting it out, and 
during the night the river came 
up leaving only the top visible t h e 
following morning. The car owner 
left, and never returned. 
The ferry has been In operation 
about twenty-eight years. 
Lewis 
took it over last winter. Until it 
was established, you either didn't 
cross the river there or you took 
your chances with a treacherous 
ford. The chances were very good 
if you were horseback. T-model 
Fords frequently made the cros­ 
sing without trouble. The low-swung 
car of 
today 
wouldn't 
have 
a 
chance. 
Jack Henry of Ellington rem em ­ 


bers when there was a grist mill 
. at the crossing run by waterpower. 
“ That was about fifty years ago” 
he says. “ At the time of the Civil 
war, I am told there was a powder 
mill at the ford where gunpowder 
was m ade.” 
John Melton of Deslet rem em ­ 
bers the place since 1885. At that 
time the powder mill was merely 
a memory in the minds of old- 
timers. 


j 
Albert Phillips, for many years 
postm aster at Deslet. frequently 
forded the Current river at Powder- 
Mill on his way horseback to E m ­ 
inence to transact business at the i 
county seat, or possibly to get text- ; 
books for the pupils of his school I 
district. On occasion he rode home I 
in a downpour rather than to risk j 
waiting, with the possibility of the 
river's getting too high to ford as a 
result of the prolonged rain. 
The ferry got its name from the 
old powder mill. Where the post- 
office 
got 
the 
name 
of 
Owls; 
i Bend. I have not learned. In any 
I event, the name adds interest to an 


j interesting place.

In addition 
to ten ferries on the Mississippi con­ 
necting Missouri with Illinois and 
ferries en inland streams. Shannon 
and Cole counties each have two, 
while Oregon and Gasconade have 
one apiece. 
That one that I like best is the 
Powder Mill Ferry at Owls Bend. 
where state route 106 between Em ­ 
inence and Ellington crosses Cur­ 
rent river. It would be difficult to 
find a more alluring stream than 
the Current. In 
“The Rivers 
of 
Missouri,” a publicaton of the Mis­ 
souri Conservation commission, Ed­ 
gar Allen says of it. “The Current 
contests the claim of White river 
to being the finest smallmouth 
buss stream in the world. The 
author’s favorite float is from Pow­ 
der Mill Ferry to Van Buren, a 
stretch of water with plenty of 
swirling rapids, interspersed with 
deep, slow pools for casting. Good 
camp sites, complete with pure, 
cold springs, are available all along 
the river. There are fresh vistas 
around every bend, not infrequent­ 
ly a deer is browsing along the 
bank and one is likely to hear a 
squirrel chattering from an ever­ 
changing tree . . ” 
From its .source at 
Montauk 
Spring to its union with Black 
River iii Arkansas, the Current is 
It-d by a number of Missouri’s 
famous 
springs 
including 
Big 
Sprig, Phillips, Blue. Ailey, Round 
Cove, PuUtight, and Welch Springs. 
Scenic Beauty 
Ordinarily we have little oppor­ 
tunity to appreciate fully our mag- 
iiilicient Ozark streams as we cross 
while driving on the highways of 
the state. Parking on a biidge to 
enjoy the scenery is a traffic haz- 
aid and so prohibited Thus our 
natural desire to drink in the beau­ 
ty of the scene is thwarted 
Sui h is not the case at Owls 
Bend. There a sweeping curve 
brings us to tho brow of a hill 
overlooking the river. 
The 
high­ 
way plunges abruptly into clear 
water. With the feeling that we 
are about to do the same thing. 
we apply our brakes, Then fitting 
into the appealing scene, we see 
the ferry pulled tight against the 
sand bank on the far side. 'We 
have made our approach from Em- 
mlnence which is the west cf the 
river. I 
Unhurriedly and in harmony with 
the tranquility of the place, the 
ferry is propelled over to our side 
by the force of the river’s current. 
At first it seems incredible that the 
current could force the ferry both 
ways; but such is the ease. 
By means of cables and a winch 
the angle of the ferry to the current 
of the stream is shifted. At one 
angle the current forces the ferry 
across. When the angle is reversed, 
the ferry is shoved back to the 
original side All the while it is pre­ 
vented from drifting downstream 
by guy wires to a pulley on an 
overhead cable. 
Waiting for our turn, and again 
while gliding slowly across, we 
have ample opportunity to <*njoy 
the primitive beauty of the river 
with its bluffs and wooded banks. 
We are interested in the operator 
who ferries us across at a cost of 
45 cents for the car and all the 
passengers. If we had a team and 
wagon or surrey, the price would 
be the same. 'The toll on the Osage 
and Eleven Point rivers is higher.! 
The operator is a young man 
whom I first met a year or tw’o 
ago on the campus of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri when he was a 
law student. He quit Blackstone to 
join the ranks of those free spirits 
whose better known members are 
remembered by the names of Bur­ 
roughs, Thoreau. Audubon and la- 
auk Walton 
I'nder Federal Franchise 
Leroy Lewis is the ferry opera­ 
tor’s name, and he has chosen lit­ 
erally to “ Live by the side of the 
road and be a friend to m an.’’ He 
tells about the ferry. 
“I operate under a franchise 
from the government,’’ he explains. 
“ Under my bond I am responsible 
only for ferrying cars across—at 
any time of day or night.' At times 
it seems that people take a fiendish 


delight in interrupting my sleep in 
the wee small hours of the morn­ 
ing. Especially is this true on F ri­ 
day nights during the tourist sea­ 
son when week-end vacationists 
from tho city drive late to reach 
their favorite fishing spot ready for 
a full day on Saturday. Passengers 
vary from old-age pensioners to 
celebrities, and cargo from 9-point 
bucks to light poles. 
| 
“ I also run motor boat trips to 
Blue Springs, outfit float trips, let 
out boat trips, have cabins for rent, 
help Mary Lou take care of the 
baby, whittle, fish for my own 
pleasure, and take time out to ad­ 
mire the beauties of Mother Na­ 
ture.” 
Obviously life at Owls Bend nev­ 
er grows monotonous. Before that 
has time to happen an ancient Ford 
or a 1953 Cadillac wants to cross 
I the river. Or someone wants to 
spend a week end on a float trip 
down the river. There is excellent 
fishing in the Current; but the 
scenery is reward enough for the 
trip even if it produces not even 
one small bass. 
A Brief Stoppage 
Lewis says that about twice a 
year, early in the 
spring, the 
; river gets tex) high for the ferry 
to operate safely. This is usually 
for only a day or two. However, 
! there have been times when cars 
i had to go around another way or 
wait a week for tile flooded river

man failed to stop until his ear 
was half filled with water. Ile re­ 
fused help in getting it out, and 
during the night the river came
